JERUSALEM, Dec. $0.—(4)—Christ- 
mas season this year finds the Bible 
lands once more disturbed by fighting 
and with less of that atmosphere of 


“peace on earth, good will toward 
men” which is the conventional greet- 
ing on this greatest of Christian feast 
days. 

In. Jerusalem, which stands on a 
lofty plateau as if holding itself aloof 
from the quarreling Mohammedan 
Druses and Christians in the valleys 
below, the missionaries and American 
Near East organization are providing 
hospitality for pilgrims, tourists, and 
refugees in the spirit of the season.

a Suicide; Note 
Tells of Past 


Mrs. Helen Price, 35 years old, wife 
of Dr. Ernest E. Price, a dentist, com- 
mitted suicide last night in her home 
at.1145 Maple avenue, Evanston, after 
writing a note stating that an event 
in her past life had finally impelled 
her to the last rash step. 

Neighbors living in the same apart- 


ment building smelled gas escaping! 


from the Price kitchen shortly before 

8 p.m. They notified the Public Serv- 

ice company and Ralph. Lowen, a trou- 

ble man, was sent to investigate. 
Found Dead by Stove. 

When he'and the police broke into 
the kitchen they found Mrs. Price bent 
over the stove. She had thrown a 
blanket over her head and then turned 
on five jets. Apparently she had been 
dead only a short while. 

Dr. Price was absent from home. He 
had gone to a banquet in Chicago early 
in the evening. At midnight all ef- 
forts to locaté him had proved futile. 
The couple's 6 year old son was also 
absent from home. 

Although the body was found early 
in the evening, it was not until nearly 
midnight that reporters learnéd of the 
suicide, the Evanston police having 
kept silent about the case. 

Note Addressed to Husband. 

The note found near the body was 
addressed to the husband. Although 
the Evanston police refused to disclose 
the entire text, they stated that, in 
effect, it informed Dr. Price that he 
was absolved of all blame for her 
death. It was then added that the 
writer had left bonds for a consider- 
able amount, which she desired the 
dentist to use in educating his son. 

In the missive it was stated that 
“something in the past,” with which 
Dr. Price had no connection, caused 
her to kill herself. 

The dentist’s father and mother were 
interviewed by the police after the dis- 
cdvery of the body. They ¢aid that the 


son had been with them du the eve-

The local banks charge the 
farmers 7 and 8 per cent for money 
procured from the federal reserve at 
4 per cent.

The President will 
fecommend to the present session of congress that

Secretary Hoover has always been for the cen- 
tral waterway system, realizing the pressing needs 
of the country’s great producing area. That Secre- 
tary Davis should fall in line is good news for the 
midwest. : : 

In his statement at Washington Mr. Davis shows 
that he has fully grasped the urgency of the sit- 
vation. He realizes the inability of midwestern 
agriculture and industry to maintain a normal 
progress depending on railroad transportation 
alone. As Mr. Davis points out, the curtailment 
of expansion by failure to build the waterways 
would react on the railroads quite as much as it 
would on the middle west as a whole. As he points 
out again, thé two systems of transportation, rail 
and wuter, will coOperate with one another and 
be of mtitual. benefit, 

The President ia faced with the problem of sat- 
isfying @ dissatisfaction on the part of the coun- 
try’s agricultural interests, chiefly in the middle 
west. | Specific legisiation is asked for to remedy 
the ilis of the farmer. Mr. Cooli€ge has expressed 
himself ag willing to go only part of the way to 
meet these demands and his posttion has not met 
with any great degree of favor on the farmers’ 
part.

THE RAWSON LABORATORY. 


The Rawson laboratory of medicine and surgery, 
including the Norman Bridge laboratory of pathol- 
ogy, was formally opened last Thursday. It was 
given to Rush Medica! college of the University of 
Chicago. Frederick H. Rawson, chairman of the 
board of the Union Trust company, and Mrs. 
Nortnan Bridge, widow of Dr. Norman Bridge, 
were the chief donors. The total cost of the lab- 
oratory was $600,000. 

Speakers at the dedicatory exercises predicted 
that the opening of the Rawson and Bridge lab 
oratories may well mark the beginning of a new 
era in medicine in Chicago. It.may indeed do so. 
There ig no room left for surprise at the won- 
ders attained by medicine during the last century. 
It has not been a refinement of former technique, 
a sharpening of traditional knowledge. Medicine 
has progressed by revolutions. It has left its 
historically companion profession, the law, far in 
the rear. It has remained conservative, yet it has 
taken advantage of every new discovery of science. 
Treating so inconstant a thing as the human body, 
it proceeds today with almost the certitude of the 
exact sciences. )

_ The widening of Halsted street from 66 te 100 
feet between Harrisofi and Fulton streets has 
been approved by the board of local improve- 
ments. It is a project very worth while, as is the 
widenifig of any street in cofigested Chicago. More 
to be desired, however, than the widening of any 
north and south street on the west side is the 
widening of streets east and west. The east and 
west arteries as they now exist are totally inade- 
quate. With few buildings, the postoffice, the 
county jail, a stadium, possibly the offices of the 
school board, projected for the west side, the need 
for better means of communication becomes more 
pressing. East and west streets must be widened, 
rather than north and south, if the west side is 
not to be cut off from the rest of the city.
